“Civil War” In 
Yugoslavia 


London Paper Says Berlin 
Reports Croatia, Serbia 
Conditions Are “Grave” 


BY UNITED PRESS 

; The London Exchange Telegraph 
| agency quoted Berlin reports today 
| that “civil war’ was raging in for- 
mer Yugoslavia and that more 
‘blood had been spilled than Britain 
| had lost in all the war. 

| Since the outset of the Russian- 
|German war, more than 700 Serbs 
|and Croats—including women—have 
|been hanged and shot, not count- 
|ing hundreds killed in fighting, the 
| Exchange Telegraph said. 

“Hardly any days pass without 
acts of sabotage, burnings, and re- 
taliations By both sides,” it said. 

The Berlin reports summarized, 
according to the Telegraph’s Zu- 
rich correspondent, that the situa- 
tion in Croatia and Serbia was “ex- 
tremely grave,” and all efforts to 
crush the guerillas had failed. It 
was said they had fortified moun- 
tain hideouts from which they con- 
ducted surprise raids. 

Reports from Vichy indicated that 
German reprisals—possibly the ex- 
ecution of more hostages — were 
feared because of the assassination 
of Lieut. Col. Karl Friedrich Holtz, 
German commander of the import- 
ant Nantes area on the occupied 
French coast. He was killed yester- 
dal while on his way to his office 
near the Nanes Cathedral.
